SQFIA, Dec. 2—The eight day armistice in 
the Balkan war, which was to have gone into 
effect tomorrow, will not be signed until 
later. Greece has refused its consent to the 
terms, and if the conflict is continued blame 
will be placed on thet country. 
| Bulgaria, Servia, and Montenegro favor 
peace, and Turkey also is believed to be 

tuated by the same desires. 

The refusal of Greece to accept prompts 
the terms of the armistice is not explained, 
but {tis believed it is delaying action, hoping 
in the meanwhile to obtain eifective pos- 
session of the Island of Chios, where heavy 
fighting is, proceeding with the Turks, who 
yetired to the mountains when the Greeks 
dise m barked. 


Further W 
Another delay in the promulgation of the 
protocol seems due to the claim of the Greeks 
for the surrender of Janina and Scutari to 
themselves and the Montenegrins respective- 
ly and also to the Greek objection to raising 
the blockade on the Albanian coast. 
' There is no doubt that jealousy existe be- 
tween Greece and Bulgaria. Greéce asserts 


withont its naval assistance the ee 
not have achieved such a brilliant auecess. 

The race between the Greeks and the Bul- 
garians for the occupation of Saloniki, and 
the incidents which followed this, increased 
the ill feeling, and now tHe Greeks consider 
that their interests are being sacrificed in 
the peace negotiations. 


Hands of Delegates Tied. 

The plenipotentiaries held a meeting at 8 
o'clock today at Baghtche, but nothing defi- 
nite was done owing to the action of Greece 
in delaying its acceptance of the terms of the 
armistice. 

The important points of the armietice, how- 
ever, have been settled, such as the .reten- 
tion by the respective armies of the posi- 
tions they now occupy. ., 

The question of the Bulgarians using the 
Adrianople railway, it is asserted, probably 
will be dropped, as will also the Turkish coun- 
ter demand for permission to send,food to 
the garrison there. This Is rded as 
utterly impossible. : 5 

The Adrianople railway is now less indis- 
pensable to Bulgaria, because great supplies 
of wheat have been discovered at Dede- 
aghatch, with a mill capacity of many tons 


way direct to the troops at Tchatalja. 

The third clause of the protocol, relating 
to the blockade of porte on the Black sea 
and the Tgean sea, is not considered vi- 
tally important, and probably will give rise 
to no contention. 


Counsel Turkey to Make Peace. 

According to reliable information received 
here Great Britain and Russia, as well as 
Germany, have counseled Turkey to make 
peace, and it is expected that negotiatipns to 
this eng will begin shortly at Sofia. The 
Turks proposed to hold the peace conference 
at Brussels, and the Greeks suggested Con- 
stantinople, but the other allies favor the 
Bulgarian capital. 

King Ferdinand, accompanied by the min- 
ister of finance, has left here for Tchatalja 
and this is regarded as an indication that the 
armistice is at the point of completion. 


Greek Delegate Awaits Word. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dee. 2.~The armis- 
tice has not yet been signed. The Greek 
plenipotentidry is still awaiting instructions 
from his government. 

It is believed here that the peace nego- 
tiations will take place im nettral territory. 
According to information in official circles 
the ambeassedorial conference will be heid at 
London, the original proposal baving 
emanated from London. 


Says Greece Will Not Accept. 

PARIS, Dec. 2.—Greece will not accept the 
terms of the armistice proposed by Turkey, 
according to Athos Romanos, the Greek min- 
ister to France, in an interview appearing in 
the Temps. 

The Greek minister says he told Premier 
Poincare this morning that Greece would 

repel any idea of permitting the provision- 
ing of places like Adrianople, Janina, and 
Scutari instead of the surrender of those 
fortresses as asked by the allies. 

Should this be granted, he says, it would 
permit Turkey to push on the war vigorously 
in case the armistice should not be followed 
by real peace.

revolution in railroad control is precipitated 


by the decision of the United States Supreme 
court,. handed down today, ordering the 
Union Pacific railroad company to divest it- 
self of the stock it owns in the Southern Fa- 
cific railroad company. 

Great railroad systems, combining com- 
peting lines, no longer are possible in this 
country as a result of the application of the 
Sherman anti-trust law to the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific situation. 

A railroad may acquire connecting lines, 
as shown by the authorization given by the 
court to the Union Pacific to retain posses- 
sion of the Central Pacific, owned by the 
Southern Pacific. This will enable the Union 
Pacific to run from the Missouri river to the 
Pacific coast. 

But no matter how far apart two railroads 
are, they cannot be embraced in the same 
system if they compete. Thus the Union 
Pacific is prohibited from controlling the 
Southern Pacific, though at points these 


' roads are distant 1,000 miles from each other.

The fact that the Supreme court holds that 
competing lines shall not be embraced in the 
game system assures not only the restoration 
of competition with all the advantages it 
embraces, but that the interstate commerce 
laws of today, as far as they go, are adequate 
te deal with the rate situation. 


Statement by Justice Day. 

In announcing the opinion Justice Day 

1 ° 
This court reaches the decision that the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific systems, 
prior to the stock purchase, were cémpetitors. 
engaged in interstate commerce, acting in- 
dependently as to a large amount of such 
carrying trade, and that since the acquisi- 
tion of the stock in question the dominating 
power ef the Union Pacific has suppressed 
competition between the systems and has 
effected a combination in restraint of inter- 


tate commerce within the prohibition of the 
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act. 

In order to enforce the statute the court 
ie required to forbid the doing in the future 
of acts like those which are found to have 
been done in violation thereof and to enter 
a decree which wel effectually dissolve the 
combination found to exist in nes of the 
statute. 


on Stock Voting. 
The decree should provide an injunction 
“against the right to vote this stock while in 
the ownership or control of the Union Pa- 


elde company, or any corporation owned by 


it, or while held by any corporation or per- 
sen for the Union Pacific company, and for- 
bid any transfer or disposition thereof in 
such wise as to continue its control, and 
should provide an injunction against the 
Payment of dividends upon such stocks 
while thus held except to a receiver to be 
appointed by the court which shall collect 
and hold such dividends until disposed of by 
the decree of the court. 

As the court below dismissed the govern- 
ment's bill, it was unnecessary there to con- 
sider the disposition of the shares of stock 
acquired by the Union Pacific company, 
which acquisition, we hold, constituted an 
unlawful combination in violation of the 
anti-trust act. 

“In order to effectually conclude the op- 
erating force of the combination such dis- 
position should be made subject to the ap- 
proval and decree of the court, and any plan 
for the disposition of this stock must be 
such as to effectually dissolve the unlawful 
combination thus created. 


Court Offers to Mediate. 
The court shall proceed, upon the pres- 


entation of any plan, to hear the govern. | 


ment and defendants and may bring in any 
additionab parties whose presence may be 
mecessery to a final disposition of the stock 
in conformity to the views herein expressed. 
 “ As to the suggestion made at the oral 
argument by the attorney general as to the

Prior to the acquisition of the 
Southern Pacific the Union Pacific reached

Securities case, the controlling interest 
in the stock of one corporation is 
transferred tothe other.

from New York to San and Port- 
land by way of New Orleans, and owned 
the Central Pacific, extending from the ter- 


minus of the Union Padaific at Ogden to San 


Francisco. 


Two Questions Involved. 


- Two weighty questions were presented by 
this phase of the case. The first wasa ques- 
tion of law—Does the purchase outright by 
one rallroad company of the controling cor- 
porate stock of another result in a combina- 
tion in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law? No case seemingly had arisen which 
decided the point. 

Judge Hook reached the conclusior that 
gince it had been decided in the Northern Se- 
curities case that the holding of the stock of 
two companies by a third was a violation 
ot the law, therefore the holding by one of 
those two of tke stock of the other must 
likewise be a violation. But Judges Adams, 
Van Devanter, and Sanborn did not pass on 
this question because they decided the case 
against the government on the wena ques- 
tion. 

The second question was wilther the Union 
Pacific and the Southern Pacifie were com- 
petitors for San Francisco business. The 
government presented witnesses to show the 
two companies, before the, merger, main“ 
tained rival soliciting agents in the east and 
that they were commercially regarded as 
competitors for transcontinental business. 
The court reached the conclusion that the 
question of whether they were competitors 
was not to be decide4 entirely as a matter of 
fact governed by testimony, but was partly 
a question of las. 


one Dependent on ehe 


As a matter of law, it was held that the two 
could not be competitors because the Union 
Pacific had to depend upon the Southern 
Pacific to get from Ogden to San Francisco. 
and upon independent railroads to, bring 
freight and passengers from the east to it 
at Kangas' City and Omaha. In so finding 
the court concluded the Union Pacific's line 
from Ogden through Portland to San Fran- 
cisco was impracticable. 

Weight was given by the majority of th 
court to the testimony for the railroade that 
the purchase was made not to throttle compe- 
tition, but to prevent the Union Pacific being 
bottled up at Ogden. It was said that Mr. 
Harriman, acting for the Union Pacific, first 
tried to purchase from the Southern Pactfic 
the old Central Pacific line, extending from 
Ogden to San Francisco. In this he failed. 
Then he entered into negotiations with C. P. 
Huntington for the purchase of a large block 
of the Southern Pacific’s stock. In that, too, 
he falled. 

After Mr. Huntington died efforts were re- 
newed. The Gould inter were said to 
have been a rival bidder. This time Mr. 
Harriman was successful. The motive of the 
Union Pacific, it was insisted, was merely 
to havé a friendly outlet to San Francisco.

In each of these subordinate complainte 
the majority of the court found that the busi- 
ness of each of the railroads to the respective 
areas in question constituted’ so small a per- 
centage of their total traffic thet it would 
not be taken as the basis for a substantial 
restraint on interstate commerce. 

The test which the majority applied in the 
subordinate complaints and in the test de- 
termining whether the railroade were com- 
petitors wae denounced” by Judge Hook. 


Decision oh San Pedro Line. 
Another complaint was addressed to the 
construction of the San Pedro, Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake railroad company. Defendant 
Clark and his associates started to build a 
road to connect Los Angeles and Sait Lake 


‘City, and so did the Union Pacific. Because 


of the alleged impracticability of construct- 
ing two lines through the cafion known as 
„ Meadow Valley Wash, one road was built, 
the court found, each group of promoters 
taking one-half the stock. The entire court 
found nothing violative of the Sherman anti- 
trust law in the Unton Pacific’s control of 
this road. 

The government complained of the pur- 
chase by the Union Pacific of controlling 
stock in the Northern Pacificcompany. The 
court declared it was only neceseary to say 
the Union Pacific bad sold that stock. 

Still another complaint was the purchase in 
1904 by Dedenfants Harriman, Rogers, Still- 
man, Schiff, Kahn, and William Rockefeller 
of $30,000,000 in face value of the stock of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fs railway com- 
pany and the investment in 1906 by the Union 


found no proof that any control was thus 
obtained_over the rival Santa Fe. 

Thus defeated in the Circuit court, the gov- 
ernment brought the case to the Supreme 
court. 


OTHER SUPREME COURT DECISIONS 


The constitutionality of the section of the immigra- 
tion act. of 1907, authorizing the government to 
deport women who become undesirable inhab- 
itants within three years from the time of their 
arrival in the United States was again upheld in 
the case of Urszulia Zakonaite, arrested in East 
st. Louls, III. 


The constitutionality of the South Dakota antl- 
monopoly, or unfair discrimination act of 
1907 was upheld. The act makes it a crime to 
sell. with intent toruin competition, a commodity 
in general use to a dealer in one place at a lower 
rate than to another dealer at a different place 
within the state. 

The Supreme court reaffirmed its decision that the 
Kansas corporation law, closing Kansas state 
courts to foreign corporations without a certifi- 
cate to do business in the state, was unconstitu- 
tional. 

Oral argument on the constitutionality of the 
newspaper publicity law was begun before 
the Supreme court of the United States. Robert 
C. Morris, on behalf of the New York Journal of 
Commerce, atiucked the law as abridging the 
freedom of the press, while Solicitor General 
Builitt defended the act.

IDR. ALICE B. STOCKHAM DIES 


Noted Woman, Physician and an 
American Pioneer of Eugenics. 


FRIEND OF COUNT TOLSTOI. 


Advocate of Social Purity and Sane 
Teaching of Sex Hygiene. 


Word was received here last night of the 
death of Dry Alice Bunker Stockham at her 
California residence in Alhambra, near Los 
Angeles. 

Mre. Stockham was widely known ee a 
physician, an author, and as one of the 
American pioneers of the eugenics move- 
meist. 

She was born of Quaker parentage on Nov. 
8, 1838, at Cardington, O., and obtained her 
degree of. M. D. from Eclecti¢ Medical col- 
lege in Cincinnati in 1854. She married G. H. 
Stockham of Cincinnati in 1857. In 1880 she 
was graduated from the Chicago Homeo- 


pathic college. 
After practicing for a while in Indiana she 


ham Publishing company, which published, 
besides other advanced works, her own 
books, Tokology,"’ ‘‘ Kerezza,’’ and nu- 
merous pam phiete. 

ene is eaid to have inspired Tolstoi with 
the idegs which found expression in his

She was influential in introducing loyd 
into the Chicago public schools and was an 
active worker for social purity and woman 
suffrage. She moved from Chicago to Cali- 
fornia two years ago. 

In 1905’ she was convicted in the federal 
court here and fined on a charge of misusing 
the mails. The indictment wae based on one 
of her pamphiets on eugenics, which was 
held to be immoral. 

Her friends urged her to appeal the case.

The entire national committee will meet the 
next day, while the general gathering will 
be held on the final day. Meetings of the 
state committeemen, county chairmen, and 
Progressive legislators, and other officers 
elect of IIHnois also will be held.

State Chemist Says Waukegan 
Starch Factory Lacked 
Equipment. 


PICKS UP DYNAMITE CAP. 


Fireman’s Discovery to Be Care- 
fully Investigated for 
Cause of Blast. 


Waukegan, III., Dec. 2.—I Special. 1H. C. 
Moritz, chemist connected with the state 
factory inspection department, today care- 
fully investigated the sugar refinery in an 
effort to determine the cause of the explo- 
sion last week. He went through the whole 
plant and declared later he would be here 
Wednesday to appear before the coroner's 
inquest over the fourteen men who died. 

He states that because there was no starch

The district In which 
he is interested shipped 600 car loads of ap- 
pies this year. Last year an apple grower 
from there won the sweepstakes at the St. 
Paul show for the best ten bones of apples 
grown in the northwest, and the district re- 
peated that achievement this year at the 
show at Spokane. At Spokane the year be- 
fore an apple from the Methow valley won 
the grand prize for being the largest and 
most perfect. 

The Yakima valley exhibition is im charge 
of C. G. Ware, secretary of the Yakima Val- 
ley Commiercial club. The club, sald Mr. 
Ware, is more interested in attracting inves 
tors to the district buyers, Prac- 
tically all the orchard lands, he bald, ars 
taken up, but there are fine oppontunities for 
manufacturers, to whom the unlimited water 
power of the state and the opening et the 
Panama canal offer unrivaled attractions.

Congress has authorised the constructior 
of a breakwater for the proposed municipal 
harbor costing $1,211,195. At the last session 
it appropriated $350,000 of this amount for 
1913, contingent upon the city commencing 
the work of building the harbor. 

As the city has taken no tangible steps 
toward carrying out its plan, Gen. Bixby,

will be sufficient for the year 1914.

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CHICAGO FILM CONCERN WINS 
ITS FIGHT AGAINST EDISON. 


Appellate Court Declares Independents 
Need Pay No Royalties to the Mov- 
ing Picture Patents Company. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—[8pecial.]—The 
Chicago Film company won a decisica of the 
Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia 
today declaring Thomas A. Edison is not the 
inventor of the motion picture film. The de- 


cisiom will release motion pictures from the 


protection of patent rights and stop the pay- 
ment of royalties to Thomas A. Edison, Inc. 

All that Edison did, says the court, Was to 
give the film in operation the required motion 
by perforating the edges of the tape and 
causing it to revolve on ratcheted cyHnders 
bearing teeth fitting into the perforations. 
Such perforations, said the court, had been 
employed previously in feeding photographic 
filme. 

The invention of Edison, the court asserts, 
was exhausted in the construction of the 
camera which enabled the photographs of 
moving objects to be taken upon the film ina 
distinct, uniform, and satisfactory manner. 

The Motion Picture Patents company sued 
the Chicago Film company for infringement 
of patent in the use of the film and obtained 
an injunction which now stands reversed. 

Had the granting of the injunction been 
sustained the Motion Picture Patents com- 
pany would have been entitled to royalties 
for three years more.

SITES FOR BUILDINGS. 
OILS have been frequently, and 
justly, too, charged with having 
much to do with the prevalence of 
certain diseases not only amoug 
men but cattle as well: A knowl- 
edge of soils, then, is highly important, as 
their constitution with reference to mois- 
ture and dryness, chemical and physical 


makeup, permeability and impermeability, 


and their configuration will have much to 
do with the selection of building sites, 
Building sites should receive the most 
eareful attention. First of all, the wate 
should be dry and free from the accumu- 
lation of organic matter. Granite, lime- 
stone, clay, sandstone, slate, chalk, and 


tra vel and sand when the subsoil water is 


not too high and is free of organic impurt- 
poses.

It determining the building site, high 
ground is naturally preferable. In the 
eountry districts you usually find the 
house built on the top of a hill, on the 
hillside, or on a knoll. They are usually 
built when possible iu close proximity to 
a supply of pure water for domestic pur- 


poses.

Buildings should not be located near 
marshes, stagnant ponds, swamps, badly 
kept mill dams, and polluted creeks. Sites 
on the banks of rivers which are subject 
to periodical flooding or which have a 
sluggish flow are usually unhealthful. 

In the selection ef building sites, made 
lands and sites formerly occupied are to 
be regarded with suspicion, if not rejected. 


Such sites are either contaminated with 


garbage, rubbish, and decaying anima! and 
vegetable matter or are honeycombed with 

or the accumulated filth from 
broken drains, soakage from barnyards, 
pig sties, stables, and outhouses. A well 
should never be sunk through such ground. 


— 
Finally, in the selection of a building 
site due regard should be had for the dis- 
tion of garbage, household waste, sun- 
ght, air, dampness, and ventilation. In 
valleys and ravines, for instance, the ven- 
tilation is not so good; hence the air may 
become damp and chilly. The same might 
be said about building a house too close 
in to a rather steep hillside; in the latter 
case it ofttimes becomes necessary to con- 
struct artificial drains at some distance 
up the hil] from the house in order to cor- 
rect excessive dampness. This is best ac-

W. H. P. writes: “I have been much in- 
terested in the question of the Humidity ot 
the atmosphere in houses discussed in your 
column, and have solved it to my own satis- 
faction. I have an eight room house, not 
counting the reception room, which 16 9x12 
feet, the bath and pantry, which are each 
5x9 feet, and the hall upstaire, which is 


tle over 9 feet and upstairs 8 feet 6 inches. 
The house is heated by a hot air furnace, 
which had one water pan, holding about two 
gallons, placed at the bottom of the fire bowl, 
where furnace men usually place them. In 
cola weather, when there was a hot fire in the 
furnace, it would evaporate this pan full. 
of water in three or four days. During the 
summer I had the furnace reset and had the 
furnace men put in three such water pans 


I fill these pans every morning and find that 
I evaporate three to five gallons of water 
every twenty-four hours, according to the 
amount of fire necessary to heat the hotee. 
As the weather gets colder. necessitating 
more heat, I expect to have to fill these pans 
morning and evening. There hae not been 
too much humidity so far, but if there should 
be, I can easily regulate it by leaving one 
of the pans empty. I find my house is ase 
warm now at 68 to 70 degrees as It brat ents 
at 75 to 78 degrees

was Killed at the storming of Constantinople 
by the Turks n WHOM men 


Some members of hie family ere rumored 


to have escaped and to have found refuge 
in western Europe. 

Historiane are unanimous, however, in de- 
claring that these refugees’ families became 
extinct shortly afterwards, and this impres- 
Sion prevailed until some twenty-five years 
ago. 

It was then that Mrs. Wickham suddenly 
put forward à claim to the effect that she 
Was the lineal descendant and principal’ 
heiress of the Paleologo dynasty. 

She accumulated animmense amount of 
documentary evidence from the English 
parish registers, from the British museum, 
and from the Royal College of Heralds in 
London tending to show that she was de- 
ascended, not in the male and only legal line, 
but on the distaff side, from a certain Theo- 
@ore Palevlogue, who died in 1636 and hes 
buried in the old parish church of Hand tuph, 
in Cornwall. 

This Theodore Paleologue claimed to be the 
great-great-great-grandson of Thomas, an 
alleged second and younger brother of the 
last Greek Emperor of Constantinople. Con- 
cerning Thomas’ existence historians are 
silent.

It is hardly necessary to point out that, 
even if Mrs. Wickham was ever so much an 
authentic descendant from the mythical 
younger brother of the last Emperor of Con- 
stantinople, the fact that her descent is 
through the female ine robs it of any dynas- 
tic value, ‘ 

Otherwise there are, ag I have shown in 
these letters, provincial butchers and grocers 
who are able to trace their descent through 
the female line to former kings of England. 
such as Henry VII., Henry VIII., and Edward 
IV., who would be entitled to call themselves 
princes of Great Britain and of Ireland. 

The name of Paleologo, by the by, is by 
no means uncommon in Greece and among 
the Levantine families of Greek origin at 
Constantinople and Alexandria.

There is also a Jean Paleologo, an artist, 
formerly of Paris, but now of New York, who 
for a number of years has been earning his 
Mving in an honorable fashion as @ portrait 
painter and Illustrator, content to be known 
merely as an artist, 

He has never to my knowledge styled him- 
self prince, or made use of any such title, 
although endowed therewith by some foolish 
friends against his wishes.

That He Prevented Prison Made

GETS OTHER CORP AN TES, 


When Oils Recently Moved Fif- 
teen Poor Persons Appeared 
Daily at Old Offices. 


It was learned yesterday that Fred C. 
Ehman, loan broker in the Fort Dearborn 
building, 
funct Standard Furniture Distributing com- 
pany, the furniture club” which falled 
after $49,000 had been collected from 7,000 
members. : 

Dhman also purchased $5,245.52 worth of 
accgints of the Great American Furniture 
company, another club,” for $3,771.85. The 
sale was mace on June 18, just an even 
month before the Great American went into 
bankruptcy. 

Ehman has a controlling interest in the 
Manufacturers’ Trading company, also a 
“club,” which for a short time had offices 
in the Masonic temple. This firm recently 
moved to 164 West Washington street, where 
the Manufacturers’ Publishing and Distribut- 
ing company, the successor to the Standard 
company, is located. 


Poor Persons on Trail. 

At the office of the Masonic temple it was 
stated that after the Manufacturers’ Trad- 
ing company moyed an average of fifteen 
persons applied. daily to learn the new loca- 
tion. Most of them had the appearance of 
being poor. They had been paying from 25 
cents to $1 a week on their contracts, which 
provided they would get a piece of furniture 
valued at $17.50 when they had paid that 
amount. They also stated the company had 
moved a short time before and they were not 
informed of the new address. 

The accounts of the Great American com- 
pany, which Ehman bought, are claimed by 
the Central Trust company, the receiver, as 
property of the creditors. The receiver now 
is collecting these accounts despite the pro- 
test of Ehman. The Great American has not 
yet scheduled its assets and Rabilities, al- 
though creditors threw it into involuntary 
bankruptcy on July 18. 


Firm Under $5,000 Bond. 

Charlies Himelstein, who was secretary of 
the Great American, now is manager of 
Ehman's new company at 164 West Washing- 
ton street. 

The new firm is under $5,000 bond in the 
federal court to pay the contracts of the 
Standard company. 8. H. Vowell of the 
trust department of the Central Trust com- 
pany said he had received fifteen complaints 
from persons who alleged the company re- 
fused to recognize their contracts. 

“I have asked these people to make affi- 
davits, but so far none of them has done 
so, he said. I believe any written com- 
plaint would meet with immediate response

THEY ASK FOR MORE TIME. 


Say Leases in Force Will Be Impaired 
if Obstructions Are Removed. 


Fear that South Water street will be put 
out of business by a street improvement 
plan now before the council was expressed 
yesterday in a protest against the proposi- 
tion. 

Several real estate agents appeared: before 
the committee on streets and alleys seeking 
information: about the recently approved 
order for the abolition of 600 sidewalk ob- 
structions in the Joop district. 

Wiliam M. Ellis, president of the Building 
Managers’ association, and other members 
of that organization, sent a letter to the 
mayor on the subject as soon as the com- 
mittee had acted upon it and it was agreed 
to give them a hearing. Next Monday they 
will present @ report on the conditions of 
leases and other matters upon which the 
passage of the order by the council would 
have a serious effect. 

Mr. Elis questioned the advisability of in- 
cluding all classes of violations in one sweep- 
ing order. He epecifically referred to base- 
ment stairways, the entrances of which oc- 
cupy sidewalk space. He said that in many 
instances there are basement leases for 
periods from one to ten years on the strength 
of which tenants have spent large sums of 
money on fixtures and equipment. He sug- 
gested that the council ought to allow as 
much as ten years for the removal of such 
stairways, but, seeing that the aldermen were 
against him on that, he modified the sug- 
gestion to a per od of five years. 

He also spoke of *‘ sidewalk lifts,“ as eleva- 
tors rising through the sidewalk dre known, 
and said that the building occupants could ar- 


Tange no Other means for getting their 


freight and supplies in and out. 
Commissioner McGann was called upon and

PERFORMANCE of “Il Trovatore” that 
endowed its too familiar melodies with 
those vocal glories that alone can make 
them worth while, opened the second

Cecilia Gagliardi, who made her debut; Mr. 
Zenatello, Mr. Sammarco, and Mme, Gay, 
whose brilliant efforts should have aroused 
the large audience to something approaching 
cordiality. But the Chicago~-public seemingly 
has quite outgrown its fondness for this early 
Verdi opera, and the gathering of last night 
could not be persuaded to give its approval 
‘more than a merely polite expression until the 
soprano’s sensational crescendo on a high A flat 
in the prefacing aria of the last act provoked a 
demand for a repetition, : 

This is to be regretted, since Mme. Gagliardi 
is an artist who in a more favorable environ- 
ment would convince the public immediately. 
Her voice is distinguished by the warmth and 
richness of its contralto-like timbre, as well as 
by its range and its volume. Unlike most Ital- 
jan sopranos, she is mistress of the mezza voce. 
Therefore she has a command of a greater 
range of qualitative variety than is usually 
developed by the school. The voice is also re- 
markable for its evenness, the lower register 
developing more substantially than most 
soprano voices can achieve; and there is 
abundant brilliancy in the upper tones. 

These resources Mme. Gagliardi discovera to 
her listeners gradually. She is not lacking in 
that restraint that bespeaks a finely poised art. 
There was no unconsidered impetuosity, but 
neither was there a lack of temperament, and 
the great moments of the opera were seized 
his contributions to the performance for the 
most part were thoroughly enjoyable.

Mr. Zenatello, it is understood, offered himself 
to the public with an apology for a vocal con- 
dition which he considered unfavorable. Those 
of his listeners last night who had heard him 
before probably could detect in a certain thin- 
ness of tane a suggestion of hoarseness.

Parisian “Figs.” 

I know a woman who earned extra money 
at home in a pleasant manner, She made 
“Parisian figs,” which she put into different 
sized boxes, prices varying accordingly. She 
had no trouble in disposing of these dainties, 
for people who once tasted them came for 
more. She prepared the figs in the following 
manner: She picked over and removed the 
stems from a pound of the best figs, cut each 
in two, and removed the seedy centers. To 
these centers she added an equal quantity of 
English walnuts, almonds, and raisins mixed, 
which she put through a food chopper. Then 
she flavored this mixture with lemon juice 
and covered the figs with a thin layer of the 
mixture, Then she rolled each fig up as a jelly 
roll and dipped it in granulated sugar.

“We became convinced that there were a 
large number of little leaks. and that, although 
we had our income divided, we could make 
more: efficient managers of ourselves. It was 
clear that we were all lavish with our spend- 
ing money, so in a moment of jest we bought at 
the store some china pig banks, one for each 
of us. Now when we think we will have a 
manicure, we do it ourselves and put the money 
in the pig. 

“It is interesting to note the different things 
that have been denied and the amount put in 
the pig banks.

We each spent our money 
for something worth while that we would not 
have had otherwise.

The opinion commonly entertained in Europe 
regarding the modern Greeks is a bad one. It 
appears to oscillate between considering them as 


degenerate descendants of illustrious forbears 
and denying them the name of Hellenes in any 


sense of the word. Their history during the long 


period since the opening of the Christian era is 
indeed most obscure. Until 1821 they had no 
separate independent existence, and we cannot 
point to the names of great rulers that may, help 
uS as landmarks. Perhaps the Hellene of our 
dreams never existed at all. One thing after the 
Cretan discoveries is certain—he only, imposed 
himself on an older race or races, to whom he 
gave his language. In the golden age the free 
people were much outnumbered by the slaves, 
whom we cannot regard as pure Hellenes or in- 
deed largely as Hellenes at all. The question, 
therefore, at once arises, Was not the population

Some of these scones are no more than our 
baking powder biscuits, but baked differently, 
and are always excellent. What we should use 
for twelve good sized biscuits is divided into 
three parts, and these. made up into round 
cakes which are cut across each way, making 


four parts, and not separated until you are 


ready to eat. These are naturally of triangular 
shape with one side rounding. 

The wheaten scones are of this shape, but 
otherwise look much like our graham rolls. 
Wheaten meal is much or entirely like our 
whole wheat flour. The following recipe 1 
obtained from a Scotch girl who understands 
cooking thoroughly: 

WHEATEN SCONES.—One-fourth of a pound 
of four, one-fourth of a pound of wheaten meal, 
one-half a teaspoon of baking soda, one-half a 
teaspoon of cream of tartar, one-half a tea- 
spoon of sugar, a good pinch of sale, one ounce 
of butter, buttermuk. Mix together the dry in- 
gredients, rub in the butter. Add sufficient but- 
termilk to make a soft dough. Knead and roll 
out one-half an inch thick. Lay on a greased 
baking tray. Bake in a hot oven twenty to 
thirty minutes. 

Another recipe I have acquired uses twice 


as much wheaten flour as white, a teaspoon of

Getting Rid of Soot.

I wish to know how to get rid of the soot that 
accumulates from burning soft coal. My chim- 
ney ‘burns out’ often, but there still seems to 
be much soot adhering to the pipe inside and to 
the stove lids.

I have been told by credible authorities that 
if bits of sinc, such as may be had at stove 
manufactories and shops in which stoves are re- 
paired and sold, are put into the grates where 
soft coal is burned they will materially lessen 
the deposit of soot in the pipes and chimney. 
Scraps, shavings and strips of sine may be pro- 
cured from these places at a trifling cost.
